Turnovie Tax fo One Per Cent. ie

Ottawa—Reform in thé Sales Tax is 
Lconsidered te be 2 certain. dewelop- 
ment of the coming session of parlia- 
ment. The tax, as it operated up to 
this year, ranged from 2% to 414 per 
cent., this year it was made uniform 
at six per cent.
